This is in further reference to your October 15, 2014, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) for information regarding Alan Bartlett 
Shepard, Jr. The FBI forwarded documents that originated with the Civil Service Commission 
for our review and release to you. We sent you an interim response on May 19, 2015. 


The enclosed documents have been reviewed pursuant to the provisions of the FOIA. We have 
deleted information that is exempt from disclosure pursuant to title 5, United States Code, 
sections 552(b)(6), (b)(7)(C) and (b)(7)(D). Sections (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C) exempt information 
that could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 
Exemption (b)(7)(D) applies to records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes 
the release of which could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential 
source, 


If you wish to appeal these deletions, you may do so by submitting a request to the Office of the 
General Counsel, Office of Personnel Management, 1900 E Street, NW, Washington, DC 20415- 
0001. An appeal should include a copy of your request, a copy of this letter, and a statement 
explaining why you believe the decision is in error. The appeal should also include “FREEDOM 
OF INFORMATION ACT APPEAL” in capital letters on the envelope and at the top of the letter 
of appeal.
